GHI Election Invalidated

Formal notice of the disqualification of a member of 
the Audit Committee, Craig Tooley, was received by the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of Directors at its 
September 12 meeting. Vice President Ray McCawley 
chaired the meeting. Susan Walker, chairperson of the 
Nominations and Elections (N&E) Committee, presented a 
formal report detailing the events leading to the disqualifi¬ 
cation of Tooley. After the recent election it was discovered 
that Tooley was not a member of GHI and therefore his 
election was invalid and a vacancy has been created. The 
Audit Committee is required to fill that vacancy. The N&E 
Committee also recommended to the board that, in order 
to prevent a reoccurrence, the Audit Committee draft ap¬ 
propriate bylaw changes and devise a procedures manual. 

The board took a lengthy look Donald Comis, they both died for 


at two requests for exceptions. 
First, they granted an exception 
for a 5 foot 6 inch privacy 
screen upon an existing deck. 
Management was asked to ad¬ 
dress the related problem of 
eliminating double fencing with 
an adjoining yard. 

Concerning the second request, 
Steven Wall asked the board to 
reconsider its policy requiring 
members to pay for the cost of 
correcting improper drains for 
washing machine. If nothing else, 
he requested an exception for his 
unit Wall stated that when he 
moved into his unit a few years 
ago, he received a signed paper 
indicating that an inspection had 
determined that his unit com¬ 
plied with code. A recent inspec¬ 
tion indicated that he would 
have to pay to correct washer 
drain code violations. “The viola¬ 
tions were there when I bought 
it,” Wall stated, “now I am told 
that I must pay $635 to fix it.” 

Since GHI units were initially 
built without washing machines, 
most hook-ups were installed by 
owners or contractors. Those 
hook-ups do not necessarily meet 
today's code requirements. After 
a drain has failed inspection, 
WSSC requires that the correc¬ 
tive work be completed by a 
licensed master plumber and 
then be reinspected by them, 
which includes a $75 fee. An¬ 
other member stated that her 
bill dropped significantly by hav¬ 
ing an independent contractor 
complete the task. Manager Ron¬ 
ald Colton reiterated that differ¬ 
ent hook-ups mean different re¬ 
pair costs* 

Although Wall's requests were 
moved by GHI Board Member

In other matters, a newly pro¬ 
posed Mutual Ownership Con¬ 
tract was discussed, amended 
and referred to legal counsel. 
The second-quarter financial 
statement was reviewed. Its out¬ 
look was positive.

The campaign by Robert 
Rashkin and other members 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) to scuttle the current 
Forest Management Conser¬ 
vation Agreement on GHI’s 
82.5 acre tree farm and re¬ 
place it with an environmen¬ 
tal easement took a surpris¬ 
ing turn last Tuesday even¬ 
ing at a meeting of the GHI 
Woodland Committee. A fea¬ 
tured speaker, Nick Williams 
of the Maryland Environ¬ 
mental Trust (MET), made 
it clear that although the en¬ 
vironmental easement was in 
perpetuity, it was otherwise 
extremely flexible if no de¬ 
velopment was involved. It 
is so flexible that the GHI 
membership can have an en¬ 
vironmental easement run 
concurrently with the pre¬ 
sent forest management 
plan. 

There were two other speak¬ 
ers at the meeting. Lester De- 
Coster explained the Tree Farm 
system of the American Forest 
Council. Steve Stadelman, Pro¬ 
ject Forester for the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources, described the Forest 
Conservation Management Plan 
now in place on GHI's 82.5 acre 
tree farm. 

The Woodlands Committee 
was formed by the GHI board of 
directors in response to a peti¬ 
tion presented by Rashkin and 
nine other GHI members at the 
annual membership meeting in 
May. The petition, which would 
have terminated the present for¬ 
est management plan, would 
place an easement on the land 
specifying that the forest would 
be left in its natural state except 
near homes adjoining the forest. 

The Environmental Easement 

An environmental easement, 
also known as a conservation 
easement, would be granted by 
the MET, a State sponsored 
program. The goal of this pro¬ 
gram is to help preserve farm¬ 
land, forestland and other kinds 
of rural land. Williams said there 
soon will be 40,000 acres of land 
under easement. 

The easement is in perpetuity. 
There is no other term of years 
available. If GHI members do¬ 
nate an easement on their for¬ 
estland, it is only the develop¬ 
ment rights they are donating. 
The easement is transferable to 
a new owner should the forest 
be sold, 

Williams said that for the first 
15 years of the easement there 
would be no property taxes to 
pay. After that the land would 
be taxalble at the Maryland agri¬ 
cultural rate. Answers to ques¬ 
tions about future agricultural 
tax rates were inconclusive. 

In answer to a question by 


Bill Phelan, committee member 
and city horticulturist, Williams 
said that the deed could provide 
for a number of things, including 
a maintenance shed and a shel¬ 
ter for hikers. In answer to 
committee member Carole Lev¬ 
in’s question about amendments 
to the easement, Williams said 
that was no problem as long as 
no development rights were in¬ 
volved. 

The question was raised about 
the possibility of including the 
mini-parks along the inner walk¬ 
ways in historic Greenbelt as 
part of the easement. Williams 
felt there might be some prob¬ 
lems, but it might be worth a 
try.

As to the initial cost of an 
environmental easement, Wil¬ 
liams said that GHI would have 
to pay the cost of a lawyer to 
draw up a deed and the cost of 
a land survey.

B/W PARKWAY PLACED 
ON HISTORIC REGISTER 

Prince Georges County Exec¬ 
utive Parris Glendening has been 
notified by the Maryland Histor¬ 
ical Trust that the Baltimora- 
Washington Parkway is now a 
part of the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

In selecting the Parkway for 
this distinction, the National 
Park Service noted that, “The 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
is eligible for its exceptional his¬ 
toric and landscape architectural 
significance* Designed and built 
as part of the Federal govern¬ 
ment's planned parkway system 
for Washington, D.C., the Baiti- 
more-Washington Parkway ha3 
served as the northern ceremon¬ 
ial entryway into the nation’s 
capital and has played an impor¬ 
tant role in the history of trans¬ 
portation in the State of Mary¬ 
land. Planned in the 1920s and 
built between 1942-1954 during 
the last period of parkway con¬ 
struction, the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway exemplifies the 
aesthetic and transportation de¬ 
sign principles of this important

At Eleanor Roosevelt 

Used motor oil, pesticides, oil- 
based paints, swimming pool 
chemicals and more can be pro¬ 
perly disposed of through the 
Prince Georges County Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day 
on Sunday, September 29 at El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt High School. 

“This is the last opportunity 
until Spring 1992 to participate 
in this program and properly dis¬ 
pose of those household hazard¬ 
ous materials that have been col¬ 
lected throughout the year,” said 
Karen Napolitano, Prince Geor¬ 
ges County’s Department of En¬ 
vironmental Resources' Public In¬ 
formation Officer. 

The Office of Recycling will also 
offer residents the opportunity to 
recycle mixed paper. Materials 
such as old telphone books, com¬ 
puter paper, magazines, paper 
and cardboard boxes, and junk 
mail will be accepted. Unidenti¬ 
fied materials, industrial, com¬ 
mercial or radioactive waste will 
not be accepted and only Prince 
Georges County residents may 
participate. 

The Prince Georges County 
Department of Environmental 
Resources (DER) has conducted 
this program since 1988 and re¬ 
ports that participation and in¬ 
terest in the event has nearly 
doubled since 1990. The drive- 
thru collection site is staffed by 
volunteers from the county's De¬ 
partment of Environmental Re¬ 
sources, the Health Department 
and the Fire Department. Actual 
collection and handling of mater¬ 
ials is done by a licensed hazard¬ 
ous waste handler. 

Household hazardous waste 
management is important because 
it impacts on both health Mid 
environmental concerns. Improper 
disposal of these materials may 
poison ground water, harm vege¬ 
tation and pose a threat to human 
life. Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Resources' waste management 
specialists recommend using saf¬ 
er substitutes, recycling usable 
materials and limiting purchases 
so that unused materials are not 
left over.

buyer not willing to continue the 
program, the penalty is the pay¬ 
ment of all back taxes. How¬ 
ever, if at the end of the agree¬ 
ment period, the year 2001 for 
GHI, GHI decides to drop the 
agreement, no back taxes are 
due. 

Exclusive of costs to manage 
the forest incurred by GHI, there 


is a one-time filing fee of $13.50 
and a $100 charge for every 
5-year inspection. 

Under the terms of the plan, 
GHI placed its woodlands in 
the Tree Farm program of the 
American Forest Association in 
1983. According to featured 
speaker DeCoster, vice president 
of the association, there are 
about 70,000 tree farms in the 
United States. Weyerhaeuser 
Lumber is a member. The tree 
farm system was established

about 50 years ago. In the be¬ 
ginning most tree farm owners 
were interested in how many 
board feet of lumber they could 
harvest. But in recent years, tree 
farmers have shown increasing 
interest in wildlife, soil and wa¬ 
ter protection, global warming 
and recreation. 

GHI entered into its first For¬ 
est Conservation Management 
Plan on November 30, 1973, on 
54 acres. On March 9, 1983, an 
additional 28-5 acres were put 
under a management plan. Al¬ 
though the agreement of 1973 
expired as of November 30, 1988, 
the 54 acres were carried on the 


tax rolls at the agricultural rate 
prevailing in 1973. On January 
18, 1991, the 54 acres and the 
28.5 acres were joined in a 10- 
year agreement. 

Farm Problems 

Stadelman said that GHI’s 
Tree Farm has some serious 
problems from a professional 
forester’s point of view. These 
problems and recommendations 
are spelled out in a document 
entitled “Forest Resource Con¬ 
servation Plan,” dated December 
12, 1990. 

Stadelman said that for the 
most part the forest was an 
even-age stand, that is, most

trees have an age difference of 
no more than 10 or 20 years. The 
large number of oaks in the for¬ 
est are subject to gypsy moth 
attack. Even-age stands tend to 
be crowded, which in times of 
drought causes trees to die. The 
plan calls for selective thinning 
and patch cutting to encourage 
new growth attactive to wild¬ 
life. Under questioning from 
Rashkin, Rodney Roberts and 
others, Stadelman was quick to 
say that the current plan could 
be amended to suit the wishes 
of GHI members. In fact, in a 
later telephone interview, Stadel¬ 
man said, in effect, that if mem¬ 
bers wished, no logs, posts or 
any wood need ever enter com¬ 
merce from GHI’s tree farm- 

Stadelman said the buildup of 
leaves, tree limbs and other 
trash discarded by GHI members 
in the forest is a serious fire 
hazard. The management sched¬ 
ule shows “fuel reduction” ac¬ 
tivities every year for the next 
several years. 

Erosion control is scheduled 
for this year. Waterbars are 
recommended on paths where 
erosion is present. Gullies also 
should receive anti-erosion ef¬ 
forts. 

Stadelman suggested that dan¬ 
gerous tree limbs overhanging 
the trails should be removed. 
Joe Whalen, GHI's forest super¬ 
visor, remarked that GHI is lia¬ 
ble for damage if anyone is in¬ 
jured. He pointed out that if a 
forest management plan were 'n 
effect, the courts would take this 
into consideration should GHI 
be sued. 

Eli Crupain asked, “Why not 
let nature take its course with 
no forest management?” DeCos- 
ter replied that for a selected 
area, it might make a good edu¬ 
cational project.
